Yugoslav army officials have said 
they would consider the falling of a 
single NATO bomb in their territory 
as an act of war. 

Slobodan Milosevic, Serbia’s 
president and the region’s chief 
power broker, has accused the Unit- 
ed Nations of, taking sides in the 
Bosnian war by ordering 
strikes. 


The Bosnian Serb leadership has 
closely followed Milosevic’s sug- 
gestions in the past, and is' now like- 
ly to demand the expulsion of the 
United Nations from Bosnia and to 
prevent humanitarian convoys from 
reaching Muslim enclaves. 

This may further worsen the des- 
peration of the Muslims, whose ter- 
ritories arc largely encircled by the 
Serbs, who hold 70 percent of ' 
Bosnia aficr the two-year war.

Scientist to replace prime minister 

ALGIERS, Algeria — Equipment Minister Mokdad Sifi, a physicist and 
chemist, was named Monday to replace Prime Minister Redha Malck. 

Malek, who presided over (he bloodiest mo'nth.s of Algeria’s Muslim 
insurgency, submitted his resignation and that of his Cabinet on Monday to 
President Liamine Zeroual, a government statement said. 

Zeroual accepted the rc.signalions and immediately appointed Sift to 
form a government. Sifi, 53, was trained in physics and chemistry in 
Algiers and Paris. He has served in high-ranking fwsLs in the Ministries of 
■ Commerce, Public Works and Finance. 

The govemment slalement did not say why Malck was stepping down.

Abu Zeid, 42, was among the most senior officers of Arafat’s main- 
stream Fatah PLO faction. He was the fourth Arafat loyalist killed in 
Lebanon since the Sept. 13 pc.acc accord between Israel and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization.
